Dexter, Minn., May 15, 1928. 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

Your letter requesting a story on how I 
fed my baby beef last year received today. 
In answer will say I am not much of a story 
writer and there is not much to say as my 
aif was fed on only what could be raised 
a any farm, but I will tell you what ex- 

rience I had. . ; 

First I found from my three years in the 
club work that it was necessary to select a 
calf that had been well cared for and well 
pred as the length of the contest is short, 
only five months, and that is too short a 
time to take a poor calf and do much with 
i. I am a town boy and have had to buy 
my calves, and try to get one in the early 
winter previous to the beginning of the con- 
test, then I can care for it properly myself 
and have it ready for the opening of the 
contest, April Ist. 

My prize winner last year was purchased 
in December and I fed him on cooked barley 
and cooked corn, a little bran and good tim- 
othy hay. He was started on small feeds 
and gradually worked up to all that he would 
eat up clean three times a day. I tried feed- 
ing him on different kinds of commercial 
foods, but he would not eat any of them. 
When the grass started he was turned out 
in the pasture day times, but still had his 
rain rations continued. He was pastured 
until the flies became troublesome, then he 
was kept in a darkened barn day times and 
blanketed and turned out to pasture nights. 
He was treated to a bath of Lux and warm 
soft water once a week and sometimes oft- 
ener after the warm weather came. I cur- 
ried him an hour a day. This helped to 
keep his hair soft and his hide mellow. 

lam feeding another Aberdeen-Angus calf 
this year in the club work. I am trying 
ground oats, corn, bran, and oil meal this 
year. This calf does not seem to care for 
the same kind of feed my last ‘year’s calf 
did. I have found calves are like people, 
their tastes are not all alike. I enjoy the 
work very much as there is something new 
to learn every year, but nothing but an 
Aberdeen-Angus calf will satisfy me. This 
is my fourth Aberdeen-Angus calf. I guess 
this is all I have to tell, so I will close, hop- 
ing this will meet your approval. I remain 
sincerely, Floyd Kirkwood.

Stocker Movement Falls Off. 

Less cattle sent to country than during 
May last ‘year. Stock cattle reshipments 
for May showed a decided falling off from 
those for May of last year. Decided con- 
traction in movement for the first five 
months of the year is shown. 

A total of 18,400 cattle went to the coun- 
try during the month, as against a move- 
ment of 24,250 for May of last year.

That the membership of the Texas and Southwestern Cattle 
Raisers’ Association is not devoted to selfish personal interests is 
clearly demonstrated in the handsome response made to the appeal 
of President Cyrus B. Lucas, of Berclair, Texas, in which he asked 
for a volunteer subscription of cash which on May 15th had amount- 
ed to $4,600 to be given the widows of Insoectors W. D. Allison and 


. H. L. Roberson, who were assassinated on the night of April Ist 


while conversing with friends in the lobby of the little hotel in Sem- 
inole where they had come to prosecute cattle thieves. 

The Cattleman, official organ for the association says in part: 
“The record of a cruel double murder, so brutal that it has stirred 
the sensibilities of the cowmen of the Southwest, as, perhaps, they 
have not been affected since brave pioneers of another and earlier 
generation met under a tree in Graham in 1877 and decreed that 
a reign of terror should not disturb the serenity of life on the range 
lands of Texas, has been told in the courthouse and by the press of 
Texas. Horace L. Roberson and W. D. Allison lie in an untimely 
grave because, as the personal representatives of every individual 
meinber of the Texas and Southwestern Cattle Raisers’ Association, 
they gave the best that was theirs in the suppression of cattle steal- 
ing and organized outlawry.” 

Tom Ross and Milt Good will go on trial next Monday to answer 
for this deed. The president in his letter to the membership dated 
May 15th says in part: “The lawless element of Western Texas 
and Eastern New Mexico were very much mistaken if they thought 
that by the murder of these two men they would destroy by intimi- 
dation the activities of this Association. Hardly had the news gone 
forth that this crime was committed before Inspectors Hawkins 
from Marfa, Chesher from Hereford, Davis from Paducah, South- 
worth from Dickens, Hogan from Fort Worth, and former Inspec- 
tors Harvick and Ozona, moved into that section, quietly but ef- 
fectively by their presence letting the bad element know that Rob- 
erson and Allison belonged to a body of men who know no fear 
and shirk no duty.” 

No doubt the courts will deal with these men in such a way as 
to back up and support to the fullest extent of the law these men 
who are working so faithfully for the best interests of all cattle- 
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folk in their endeavcr to suppress cattle stealing.

‘onships it is found that for single steers, 
4 ydeen-Angus have won the championship 
5 “eleven occasions, Herefords on three, 
Sh thorns on two and cross-breds on two. 
9 for steer herds the Aberdeen-Angus 
have won twelve championships against one 
each for Herefords and cross-breds, and two 
for Shorthorns. The carload competition at 
Chicago is another exceedingly practical 
test, for each carload consists of fifteen 
steers. Over the eighteen shows, Aberdeen- 
Angus have won the championship fourteen 
times, Herefords following with three cham- 
pionships, and Shorthorns with one. If any 
lesson at all is to be gathered from this com- 
petition, it is surely the kind of cattle that 
best meets requirements for those commer- 
cial purposes for which the beef steer stands. 
Thus on the hoof, as judged by the single 
steer, the steer herd, and the carload com- 
petitions, Aberdeen-Angus reign supreme. 
This is even more the case in the carcass 
tion; for over the eighteen shows

enteen championships; Shorthorns, one 
championship. 


In other words, the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
has won fifty-four grand championships, as 
against sixteen for the rest of the beef 
breeds combined. a 

These figures are significant. They are 
at the same time conclusive as to the claim 
put forward on behalf of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle that, so far as beef production is con- 
cerned, they occupy a place at the head of 
the beef breeds distinctly their own. There 
is no doubt that at the present time, when 
meat production looms largely in agricultur- 
al economics, not only in what may be term- 
ed the older cattle countries, but in many 
new lands, such as Brazil and South Africa, 
where the industry jis in its infancy, claims 
are being put forward by the supporters of 
various beef breeds as to the superiority of 
their favorites over all rivals. The writer 
pleads guilty to doing the same on behalf of 
the breed with which he has the honour of 
being associated; but he bases his claim for 
the supremacy of the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
on no general assertion, but on the abundant 
proofs of the showyard, and on the verdict 
of the meat expert, wholesale and retail. 

As an American correspondent writes :— 
“From the balmy climate of Jacksonville, 
Florida, where the New York millionaires 
spend their winters, to the frigid weather 
of Edmonton, Alberta, Canada; from the ro- 
mantic soil of the ukelele and cocoanuts to 
the effete East of Syracuse and Buffalo, 
New York; from the ranges of the southwest 
parched by three years’ drought, to the cling- 
ing zero dampness of Manitoba, the Aber- 
deen-Angus has won its victories over all 
rivals.” 

“The breed that supplies the prime thick- 
cutting carcass to the butcher’s block,” is 
how one authority of high standing in the 

cattle world describes the Aberdeen-Angus. 
Although this is an outstanding characteris- 
tic of the breed, it has other properties 
which add to its value as a general utility 
breed. In 1egard to dairy qualities, it is 
claimed for cows of the breed that they are 
at least as good as those of any other beef 
breed. The milk is of exceptional richness, 
and both at the London Dairy Show and in 
the milking tests at Dublin and elsewhere 
the breed has on the occasions upon which 
it has been represented, made an excellent 
appearance. In 1892, for instance, at the 
London Dairy Show, an Aberdeen-Angus 
cow for quality of milk, fat and weight of 
butter was not only first, but gained the 
highest number of points ever gained at the 
show up to that time, while at Dublin in 1901 
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the first prize in the milking test competi- 
tion was won by an Aberdeen-Angus cow. 
The history of the breed in this country, in 
America, and in Australia supplies any 
amount of evidence as to the milking prop- 
erties of Aberdeen-Angus cows. It has, how- 
ever, been only on very few occasions that 
advantage has been taken of public tests to 
prove the milking properties of the breed, 
and although many farm dairies in the North 
of Scotland and elsewhere are stocked whol- 
ly with Aberdeen-Angus cows, it has been 
rather along the lines of beef production that 
the breed has been developed, and systems 
of management in herds which are kept for 
this purpose do not lend themselves to the 
ascertaining of milk yields, and the keeping 
of milk recoids. That cows of the breed are 
kindly matrons is shown by the fact that one 
hears little of foster mothers in connection 
with the rearing of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
It is quite a common practice in many herds 
for a cow to bring up not only her own calf, 
but to make a very good job of a couple of 
calves, and in the case of a beef breed par 
excellence this is all that could be required. 

While a good deal could be written of the 
dairy qualities of the breed, it has been beef 
production that has brought Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle to the position they at present en- 
joy. Early maturity, vigour of constitution, 
and general hardiness, which make it so 
easily adaptable to all varieties of climate, 
go to enhance the natural qualities of the 
breed. The aim of the earliest breeders, 
when they set out to “improve” the Aber- 
deen-Angus and to impart to cattle of that 
breed uniformity of type and definite stand- 
ardization, was to produce an animal that 
would yield the ideal butcher’s beast, both as 
regards quality and quantity of yield. 

What has been already quoted should be 
sufficient to emphasize the point as to the 
quality of the meat yielded by carcases of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. The meat is beau- 
tifully mixed, finely grained, and shows a 
minimum of waste, there being an entire ab- 
sence of those heavy external layers of fat 
which are to be found on the carcases of cat- 
tle of certain other beef breeds. The yield 
of prime meat in carcases of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle is also exceptionally high, the 
largest yield being found in those parts 
which command the highest prices in the re- 
tail market. As indicating the extent of this 
property of the breed, it may be mentioend 
that the world’s record return of dead to live 
weight is 76% per cent.; and this enormous 
yield was the product of an Aberdeen-Angus 
carcass. 

Early maturity is another valuable prop- 
erty of Aberdeen-Angus cattle; and in pres- 
ent-day economic conditions this feature 
counts for more than ever before. The Ab- 
erdeen-Angus was the first to win at two 
veais old the supreme championship of the 
Smithfield Show in London, while at the lat- 
est show (December, 1919) the championship 
age was again reduced, the first yearling to 
win that honor being a blue-grey cross-bred 
with two top crosses of Aberdeen-Angus 
blood. It may further be noted that the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus is the only pure bred that has 
produced a yearling grand champion at the 
Scottish National Fat Stock Show, which is 
the principal show of the kind in Scotland. 
The cattle being of a thick, short-legged, 
blocky build, with a minimum of bone, their 
appearance is often deceptive in judging of 
weight; but when passed over the weighing 
machine the superior qualities of the breed 
in this respect are breught out. At the High- 
land and Agricultural Society’s show, at Ab- 
erdeen, in 1920, a three-year-old bull of the 
breed was exhibited, which weighed over a 
ton. This, it may be remarked, is quite a 
common weight for a mature bull of the 


breed—as a matter of fact, a two-year-old 
steer which was exhibited at a recent Scot- 
tish National Fat Stock show gave a return 
of just 2,240 lbs., while steers of 1,600 lbs., 
when under two years of age, proclaim quite 
satisfactorily the early maturing properties 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

What has contributed greatly to the grow- 
ing popularity of the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
is its great prepotency when used for cross- 
ing with other breeds. So impressive are 
sires of the breed that it has been found 
that, even when used on cows of the most 
pronounced horned breeds, some 75 per cent 
of the calves come black and hornless, and 
with the general conformity as to type of 
the Aberdeen-Angus. This hornless charac- 
teristic of the breed is a great asset in cattle 
breeding on the wide open ranches, and even 
in the small feed lot it leads to quicker, more 
even, and more satisfactory results, while 
the value of this characteristic is enhanced 
by the way in which Aberdeen-Angus sires 
impart to their cross-bred offspring those 
early fleshing properties, and the qualities 
of hardiness of constitution, vigour under all 
conditions of climate and feed, and meat 
producing excellencies. This is the reason 
why the “Black Polls” have come to be re- 
garded as the “Market Toppers” and “Prime 
Scots” of America, just as at the great Lon- 
don Christmas market, and at all markets 
where there is a run upon quality, the 
plump, compact “Polled Scots” never fail to 
find a ready sale at the highest quotations. 
In crossing for the production of a quickly 
maturing, high-class commercial type of 
butcher’s animal, it is confidently stated that 
bulls of no breed can be used to better ad- 
vantage than those of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed. An interesting commentary on this 
fact is to be found in the very large propor- 
tion of Aberdeen-Angus, as compared with 
bulls of other beef breeds, that are used by 
the stock improvement societies registered 
— the Board of Agriculture for Scot- 
land. 

As to the natural constitution of cattle of 
the breed, we have evidence of a practical 
nature from the well-known exporter to the 
South American markets, Mr. James Sidey. 
Mr. Sidey is an expo1ter of Shorthorn, Here- 
ford, Aberdeen-Angus, etc., being perhaps 
the largest of any of the exporters of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle to the Argentine. He 
has stated that over a period of six years 
not a single bull of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed he has exported has failed to pass the 
tuberculin test on the other side. Longevity 
is another valuable characteristic; and the 
standard histories of the breed teem with 
interesting examples. 

From every country to which it has been 
introduced in any numbers has come back 
testimony as to the manner in which the 
breed has met every variation of climate and 
altered condition of feed. At thirty-six 
points on the North American continent, 
where inter-breed competitions took place at 
the shows of a single season, the Aberdeen- 
Angus triumphed, while in South America 
the demand grows steadily keener, as the 
marvellous beef-producing qualities of the 
breed become more and more appreciated. It 
only requires a stricter classification of 
South American beef as it reaches the Brit- 
ish markets to set the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed in its proper place among the beef 
breeds of that great country. South Africa, 
with its wide variations of climatic condi- 
tions, from the Cape in the South to the 
Zambesi in the North, and from the South- 
West Protectorate in the semi-arid West, to 
the tropical Province of Mozambique on the 
East Coast, has of late provided an exten- 
sive outlet for Aberdeen-Angus cattle; and

there the breed, as a consequence of its 
proved suitability under all sorts of differ- 
ing conditions, is steadily increasing its hold. 
It is but natural that in a country which 
promises to take such a large part in the 
meat export trade in the near future, the 
great beef-producing Aberdeen-Angus, with 
its unrivalled 1ecord in all the older cattle- 
raising countries, should take a leading 
place.

“Winnebago county, though, has about one- 


half. dozen pure bred Aberdecn-Angus 
breeders. I am working trying to interest 
more of our dairymen in the use of Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls. A good many of our 
dairymen have Shorthorn cows and if they 
would cross with Aberdeen-Angus sires they 
would have very good feeding calves. There 
are quite a few cattle short fed in this lo- 
cality and they are mostly shipped ir. from 
St. Paul and are not of very good quality, 
so I am trying to get them to use the Aber- 
deen-Angus buils and raise their own calves. 
I only sold one bull calf this year. I cas- 
trated all the rest, but since then have had 
calls for six or seven. 

We are feeding a load of Aberdeen-Angus 
calves and have 50 cows and 12 ‘yearling 
heifers. We are getting some very fine 
calves now from Enactor Earl 333260, the 
bull I bought from Hayden & Son, of Hum- 
boldt, lowa. Had a dozen come last week. 

We carry 75 head of Holstein cattle here 
also. My intention is now to disposed of all 
the dairy cattle this fall and keep only the 
Aberdeen-Angus. My son, aged 14 years, 
and daughter aged 16 years, are preparing 
a couple of calves for the fairs and stock 
shows this fall. 

The bull, Enactor Earl 333260 was grand 
champion over all breeds at the county fair, 
defeating three very good Herefords and 
a half dozen Shorthorns and then I got 
blue ribbons on some cows and calves and I 
will prepare some again for this fall. 

I intend to buy another bull this spring 
or summer sometime and would buy a set of 
herd books if I could get them right. I 
would be glad to have you call on me some- 
time if ‘you get in our country. We have 
600 acres here and are going to try to stock 
it with as good Aberdeen-Angus cattle as 
there are. We will not have anything to sell 
here except some bull calves until we get 
stocked to capacity—aobut 100 cows. They 
will have to buy the bulls before it is too 
late to make steers of them for we are not 
fixed yet to carry them over and I don’t 
think it pays anyway.—Yours respectfully,
